Scholastic achievement is more than mere 
'‘book learning” ; it represents an intellectual 
curiosity and awareness of modern life which 
are the criteria of success any where. 
Ever-increasing complex ities of s c i e n c e, 
government, business and all other fields nat­ 
urally have meant a growing challenge to 
students and teachers who are work ing with 
terms and concepts far more advanced than 
they were even a gdieration ago. 
The annual Ohio general scholarship test is 
a gauge of a student’s k nowledge and abilities 
and is recognized by colleges as a fairly 
reliable indicator of future accomplishment. 
Those city and district high school seniors 
who rank ed high in the state test deserve 
commendation; not so much for the level 
they attained on the test, but for their 
willingness to seek out k nowledge and for 


their understanding of what education is In 
today ’s world. 
Community officials, school leaders and 
parents have striven to improve the educa­ 
tional sy stem y ear after y ear, and many 
strides have been made. More and more 
boy s and girls are stay ing in school to grad­ 
uate: more and more are going on to college 
But there are still many \^^o have failed 
to grasp their own relationships to the rapid­ 
ly changing and advancing aspects of our 
way of life. Automation and other new ap­ 
proaches to business and industry and mod­ 
ern methods every where have placed a prem­ 
ium on those who are well educated. 
'This will be ex emplified by those students 
who rank ed near the top of the state test, 
for the k nowledge, talent, leadership and so­ 
cial adjustments demonstrated in school will 
be duplicated with little variation in the ridi 
life ahead of them. 


The Guns This Time Are Lo a ded 


In a presidential campaign *20 y ears ago, 
one of the candidates was accused by the 
other of “mak ing gestures with an empty 
gun.” 
The accusation was a fair summary of the 
nation’s lack of preparedness for V.^orld War 
II, which had started a y ear earlier. After 
two terms of depression - fighting, the ad­ 
ministration of Frank lin D. Roosevelt had 
given no special thought to preparations for 
war. 
'The United States had no up-to-date bomb­ 
ers. It had no up-to-date fighting planes. It 
was short of manpower, artillery , tank s, ships 
and staff work . This country ’s unprepared­ 
ness tempted Adolf Hitler to start his cam­ 
paign of world conq uest. With the United 
States and Britain both virtually disarmed 
and with France weak ened by subversion and 
over-dependence on the Maginot Line, Ger­ 
many would be unstc^pable. in Hitler’s judg­ 
ment. 
His judgment was wrong. He miscalculated 
about the British, who refused to admit they 
were beaten. And his advisers also had mis­ 
calculated the English Channel; they did not 
k now how to stage an invasion by sea. It 
is useful to remember these things now. 


AGAIN, in a presidential campaign, accu­ 
sations and counter - accusations are being 
made about U.S defense preparations. But 
this time, whatever q uibbles there may be 
about design, the gun is not empty . 


It is loaded with nuclear bullets. Whether 
nuclear bullets are fired one way or another, 
out of one k ind of gun or another, or at one 
range or another is not conseq uential. 
If they are fired at all, disaster is at hand. 
Politicians who talk reck lessly about wea­ 
pons sy stems, and particularly those who are 
try ing to badger the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion into an admission that the Soviet Union 
is superior to the United States in nuclear 
attack potential, are mak ing gestures with 
a loaded gun, 
They have carried their audacity so far 
that their country men must hope the stra­ 
tegists who draw up war plans for the So­ 
viet Union will be too smart to tak e them 
seriously . 


THEY HAVE CARRIED their audacity so 
far. in fact, that President Eisenhower now 
is pleading with them, in effect, to q uit their 
dangerous talk lest their political attack 
against him do serious injury to the United 
States and its allies and friends. 
These people are play ing politics with hu­ 
man security , as surely as predecessors with 
an ey e to the main chance once play ed poli­ 
tics with human misery . 
If the upshot of what they are doing were 
to be to mislead the Soviet Union into be­ 
lieving an attack would be feasible, they 
would have to answer to history — ex cept 
there would be no history . It would be the 
end of history . 


Pa ra dise Fo r Aeria l So ldiers Of Fo rtune 


Almost before the ink had dried on the 
United States apology to Fidel Castro for the 
fact that an ill-fated bombing raid on Cuba 
had originated in Florida. Havana reported 
another aerial bombing raid on its outsk irts. 
'There was no indication that the most re­ 
cent attack was launched from the United 
States, but the suspicion will continue to arise 
In future raids. A reporter for the New York 
Times has ex plained why 
The tremendous popularity in this country 
of private fly ing mak es it almost impossible 
for the government to succeed completely in 
its promise to block Florida - launched raids 
on Cuba. 
In the case which resulted in the apology , 
for instance, the pilot rented a plane from 
a chartering ser\ice for what he termed a 
local flight of about an hour’s length. Since 
he was one of hundreds of private pilots up 
in the air for a variety of personal reasons, 
his activity is recorded in only the haziest 
fashion.

The top Air Force officer states 
that: “(>ur present development 
work is oriented toward an early 
attainment of this vital military 
capability .” 
More than nine months ago, the 
administration decided not to push 
what it considered a 
mak eshift 
program that would put a nuclear 
reactor into an ex isting airframe 
q uick ly 
Although 
development 
work is continuing, the emphasis 
has been placed more on Rover 
and Pluto. 
Both these project.s 
now 
are 
under the general control of the 


National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration, with the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission handling the 
reactor development.

In certain areas of western Af­ 
rica, for ex ample, pregnant wo­ 
men refuse ground nuts and eggs— 
foods that are rich in body -build­ 
ing proteins. Local doctors a r e 
t r y i n g to encourage educated 
mothers-to-be to eat such foods 
and thus convince the less en­ 
lightened that 
no harm 
co mes 
from break ing the my sterious ban. 
South Sea Islanders first used 
the word taboo to denote certain 
forbidden things, words, or acts. 
In common parlance, the term’s 
meaning since has been ex tended 
to include almost any thing frown­ 
ed on, even the mere indelicacy 
in polite circles of eating peas 
with one’s fingers. 
In the strict sense, however, a 
taboo must carry an occult dan­ 
ger It is not that a culprit will 
be bothered by his conscience or 
punished by his fellows; break ing 
a taboo,means he inevitably will 
be strick en by supernatural r^ri- 
bution. A transcendent power will 
ruin his crops, k ill his children, 
inflict him with terrible disease, 
or cause some other catastrophe. 
Taboos persist in 
civilization. 
Many people consider it bad luck 
to walk under a ladder, open an 
umbrella inside the house or lay 
a hat on a bed The idea is that 
something uncanny will happen 
to any one committing such an act. 


WASHINGTON 
You have y et to be told the facts 
about this nation’s defenses in re­ 
lation to those of the Soviet Union 
and it is unlik ely that y ou ever 
will be. 
At the moment there is a fierce 
debate in :and out of Congress over 
whether U.S. defenses are lagging. 
President Eisenhower has said 
our military posture is adeq uate. 
In general the Republicans agree, 
the Democrats disagree. 
What y ou are being given is an 
assortment of opinions based on 
individual interpretations of facts 
which are tc^ secret 
A democracy supposedly func­ 
tions best when the pe(^le are 
told the whole truth and allowed 
to mak e up their minds. This 
theory collapses when applied to 
military operations. 
The military contend that to tell 
the people the whole truth would 
also inform the enemy . Thus, in 
the final analy sis the only way 
the people can ever learn whether 
defenses are adeq uate is when 
they are tested in actual conflict. 
Certain privileged congressmen 
and assorted high rank ing mem­ 
bers of the ex ecutive brandi are 
given briefings on what intelli­ 
gence officers believe to be the 
enemy ’s capabilities. 
The defense debate arises from 
interpretation of the k nown facts 
and the intelligence estimates. 
Intelligence work has been de­ 
scribed as a field in which 95 per 
cent of the information is drawn 
from careful study of unclassified 
sources. 3 per cent from semi- 
covert sources and about 2 per 
cent frwri secret agents 
You may ask , then, why isn’t 
the 95 per cent made public? The 
military argument is that to tell 
the enemy what we k now is to 
ex pose either our ignorance and 
Ineptitude, or allow him to evalu­ 
ate our intelligence operations. 
The enemy will k now what in­ 
formation came from unclassified 
sources, what could have been ob­ 
tained only from secret agents 
If the enemy learns we are over- 
c.stimating his strength he may be 
encouraged to gamble; that is. in­ 
dulge in a bit of international 
black mail 
If we are underestimating his 
strength and tailoring our strength 
to cope with what we believe to 
be his weak potential, he may be 
encouraged to attack . 
In a war, intelligence officers 
collect information on the enemy ’s 
capabilities and leave the matter 
of intepretation to the command­ 
ing general If the information is 
faulty the general’s deduction con­ 
cerning enemy intentions may be 
eq ually faulty 
Though

clearly capable of attack ing Pearl 
Harbor, the United States guessed 
wrong on their intentions in 1941. 
In World War II the Germans

The Guns This Time Are Loaded 


In a presidential campaign *20 years ago. 
one of the candidates was accused hy the 
other of "making gestures with an empty 
gun.” 
The accusation was a fair summary of the 
nation's lack of preparedness for World War 
ll, which had started a year earlier. After 
two terms of depression - fighting, the ad­ 
ministration of Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
given no special thought to preparations for 
war. 
The United States had no up-to-date bomb­ 
ers. It had no up-to-date fighting planes. It 
was short of manpower, artillery, tanks, ships 
and staff work. This country’s unprepared­ 
ness tempted Adolf Hitler to start his cam­ 
paign of world conquest. With the United 
States and Britain both virtually disarmed 
and with France weakened by subversion and 
over-dependence on the Maginot Line, Ger­ 
many would be unstoppable, in Hitler’s judg­ 
ment. 
His judgment was wrong. He miscalculated 
about the British, who refused to admit they 
were beaten. And his wivisers also had mis­ 
calculated the English Channel; they did not 
know how to stage an invasion by sea. It 
is useful to remember these things now. 


AGAIN, in a presidential campaign, accu­ 
sations and counter - accusations are being 
made about U.S. defense preparations. But 
this time, whatever quibbles there may be 
about design, the gun is not empty. 


It is loaded with nuclear bullets. Whether 
nuclear bullets are fired one way or another, 
out of one kind of gun or another, or at one 
range or another is not consequential. 
If they are fired at all, disaster is at hand. 
Politicians who talk recklessly about wea­ 
pons systems, and particularly those who are 
trying to badger the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion into an admission that the Soviet Union 
is superior to the United States in nuclear 
attack potential, are making gestures with 
a loaded gun, 
They have carried their audacity so far 
that their countrymen must hope the stra­ 
tegists who draw up war plans for the So­ 
viet Union will be too smart to take them 
seriously. 


THEY HAVE CARRIED their audacity so 
far, in fact, that President Eisenhower now 
is pleading with them, in effect, to quit their 
dangerous talk lest their political attack 
against him do serious injury to the United 
States and Its allies and friends. 
These people are playing politics with hu­ 
man security, as surely as predecessors with 
an eye to the main chance once played poli­ 
tics with human misery. 
If the upshot of what they are doing were 
to be to mislead the Soviet Union into be­ 
lieving an attack would be feasible, they 
would have to answer to history — except 
there would be no history. It would be the 
end of history.

Almost before the Ink had dried on the 
United States apology to Fidel Castro for the 
fact that an ill-fated bombing raid on Cuba 
had originated in Florida. Havana reported 
another aerial bombing raid on its outskirts. 
There was no indication that the most re­ 
cent attack was launched from the United 
States, but the suspicion will continue to arise 
In future raids. A reporter for the New York 
Times has explained why. 
The tremendous popularity in this country 
of private flying makes it almost impossible 
for the government to succeed completely in 
its promise to block Florida - launched raids 
on Cuba.

Will Rogers was a wonderful 
kind of guy who made a living 
with his wit and his tongue. This 
was lucky for him, because he had 
started out as a vaudeville per­ 
former with an act so thin he had 
to fatten it up with chatter, and 
the chatter finally crowded out 
everything else.

Air Force Pushes Nuclear Flight Proposals 


The Air Force has jumped into 
the middle of a budget fight over 
funds for nuclear-powered flight 
with a 207 page claim for ulti­ 
mate control over military aspects 
of the development. 
The professional journal of inc 
service "Air University Quarterly 
Review,” has come out with a 
double issue, containing 22 
des, to provide ammunition in the 
fight for a bigger and better pro­ 
gram for airborne nuclear propul­ 
sion 
. 
. 
Both 
the 
Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy and 
the Atomic Energy Commission al­ 
ready have put pressure on the 
Budget Bureau to provide addition­ 
al funds for Project Rover, the 
program for 
development of 
a 
nudear-powered rocket. 


THE ADMINISTRATION in the 
budget for the next fiscal year. 
proposes to stretch out Project 
Rover so that the target date for 
the test of the rocket engine has 
now been set back to 1#64. 
In the Air Force publication, the 
generals make a pitch for 
the 
military aspects of nuclear ram­ 
jets, known as Project Pluto and 
of nuclear airplanes and Project 
Rover. 
Gen 
Thomas D 
White 
Air 
Force chief of staff, argues in the 
first article: 
"Armed with air-to*surface mis­ 
siles, 
nuclear - powered aircraft 
could perform airborne alert duty 
for 
days—perhaps weeks—at 
a 
time By maintaining a substan­ 
tial portion of this force on con­ 
stant airborne patrol, this force 
would be immune from enemy sur­ 
prise attack.” 
The top Air Force officer stater 
that: "Our present development 
work is oriented toward an early 
attainment of this vital military 
capability.” 
More than nine months ago, the 
administration decided not to push 
what it considered a 
makeshift 
program that would put a nuclear 
reactor into an existing airframe 
quickly 
Although 
development 
work is continuing, the emphasis 
has been placed more on Rover 
and Pluto. 
Both these projects now 
are 
under the general control of the 


National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration, with the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission handling the 
reactor development. 
Maj. Gen. Donald J. Keirn, who 
recently retired as chief of the 
Air Force’s Nuclear 
Propulsion 
Office, notes in his article that 
the projects were transferred to 
NASA in October, 1958. 
"Nevertheless,” he writes, "the 
Air Force monitors the program 
closely, since there are very many 
useful military applications of a 
nuclear rocket, including ICBM'*. 
anti-ICBM's, military satellites and 
space probes, launching vehicle* 
and anti-satellite missiles 
In another article, Col. William 
A 
Tesch, chief of the Aircraft 
Projects Branch, contends: 
"The technology

where 
we

nuclear-powered, sustained

HE HINTS that further develop­ 
ment is dependent upon the ability 
of the proponents of the atomic 
plane to convince Defense Depart 
ment brass of its military use­ 
fulness.

Strange Taboos 


The supernatural is holding back 
scientific progress in some tech­ 
nologically backward countries. 
Strange taboos delay the accept­ 
ance of new medical knowledge 
and agricultural methods. Taboos 
on foods sometimes result in diet­ 
ary deficiencies. 
In certain areas of western Af­ 
rica. for example, pregnant wo­ 
men refuse ground nuts and eggs— 
foods that are rich in body-build­ 
ing proteins. Local doctors a r e 
t r y i n g to encourage educated 
mothers-to-be to eat such foods 
and thus convince the less en­ 
lightened that 
no harm comes 
from breaking the mysterious ban. 
South Sea Islanders first used 
the word taboo to denote certain 
forbidden things, words, or acts. 
In common parlance, the term’s 
meaning since has been extended 
to include almost anything frown­ 
ed on, even the mere indelicacy 
in polite circles of eating peas 
with one’s fingers. 
In the strict sense, however, a 
taboo must carry an occult dan­ 
ger. It is not that a culprit will 
be bothered by his conscience or 
punished by his fellows; breaking 
a taboo#means he inevitably will 
be stricken by supernatural retri­ 
bution. A transcendent power will 
ruin his crops, kill his children, 
inflict him with terrible disease, 
or cause some other catastrophe. 
Taboos persist in 
civilization. 
Many people consider it bad luck 
to walk under a ladder, open an 
umbrella inside the house or lay 
a hat on a bed The idea is that 
something uncanny will happen 
to anyone committing such an act. 


WASHINGTON 
You have yet to be told the facts 
about this nat.on's defenses in re­ 
lation to those of the Soviet Union 
and it is unlikely that you ever 
will be. 
At the moment there is a fierce 
debate in and out of Congress over 
whether U.S. defenses are lagging. 
President Eisenhower has said 
our military posture is adequate. 
In general the Republicans agree, 
the Democrats disagree. 
What you are being given is an 
assortment of opinions based on 
individual interpretations of facts 
which are top secret. 
A democracy supposedly func­ 
tions best when the people are 
told the whole truth and allowed 
to make up their minds. This 
theory collapses when applied to 
military operations. 
The military contend that to tell 
the people the whole truth would 
also inform the enemy. Thus, in 
the final analysis the only way 
the people can ever learn whether 
defenses are adequate is when 
they are tested in actual conflict. 
Certain privileged congressmen 
and assorted high ranking mem­ 
bers of the executive branch are 
given briefings on what intelli­ 
gence officers believe to be the 
enemy’s capabilities. 
The defense debate arises from 
Interpretation of the known facts 
and the intelligence estimates. 
Intelligence work has been de­ 
scribed as a field in which 95 per 
cent of the information is drawn 
from careful study of unclassified 
sources, 3 per cent from semi- 
covert sources and about 2 per 
cent from secret agents 
You may ask, then, why isn’t 
the 95 per cent made public? The 
military argument is that to tell 
the enemy what we know is to 
expose either our ignorance and 
ineptitude, or allow him to evalu­ 
ate our intelligence operations. 
The enemy will know what in­ 
formation came from unclassified 
sources, what could have been ob­ 
tained only from secret agents. 
If the enemy learns we are over­ 
estimating his strength he may be 
encouraged to gamble: that is, in­ 
dulge in 
a bit of international 
blackmail 
If we are underestimating his 
strength and tailoring our strength 
to cope with what we believe to 
be his weak potential, he may be 
encouraged to attack. 
In a war, intelligence officers 
collect information on the enemy’s 
capabilities and leave the matter 
of intepretation to the command­ 
ing general. If the information is 
faulty the general’s deduction con­ 
cerning enemy intentions may be 
equally faulty. 
Though 
the 
Japanese 
were 
clearly capable of attacking Pearl 
Harbor, the United States guessed 
wrong on their intentions in 1941. 
In World War II the Germans 
were believed incapable of at­ 
tacking through the Ardennes For­ 


ty!* A*ire Battle of the BulSe cost 
the Allies 80,000 casualties. 
y.S. decision to advance to 
the Yalu River during the Korean 
War was based on the belief the 
Chinese 
Communists would 
not 
intervene 
In l&is thermonuclear age, a 


wrong guess could easily be fatal 
While the facts are not available 
to the public, the current debate 
seems to be based, on differences 
of opinion over whether the United 
States really is stronger than th# 
Soviet Union and an interpretation 
of Soviet intentions. 
Your opinion will have to be 
based at least partly on the an­ 
swer to one question: Are you 
more inclined to believe Demo­ 
crats or Republicans? 


‘Out On The Dike’ 


Hammered by the t u r b u l e n t 
North Sea, Holland relies on a wall 
of sturdy dikes for protection. 
About two-fifths of the Nether­ 
lands is below sea level. When 
dikes are 
breached, 
the 
ocean 
rushes in to reclaim land wrested 
from it by centuries of labor. 
Storm-driven waves recently bat­ 
tered a hole in a dike guarding an 
Amsterdam suburb and flooded 3 
OOO homes Though the break was 
repaired swiftly, it was another re­ 
minder of the constant threat pos­ 
ed by water. 
About half the Dutch live in the 
precarious area below sea level 
For them, the warning voiced 400 
years ago by dike master Andries 
Vierlingh still is pertinent: 
"Your foe Oceanus does not rest 
or sleep by day or night, but 
comes suddenly like a roaring lion, 
seeking to devour the whole land ” 
Dikes naturally enter the speech 
of the Dutch. When a man is fired 
from a job, he is "kicked out on 
the dike.” If he gets a poor jJX). 
he complains, “This puts no sod 
upon the dike.” 
The Dutch live by another say­ 
ing “Frugality is good, except for 
making dams and dikes." A re­ 
cent illustration is the monumen­ 
tal Delta Plan, which will cost 
some $500 million and may take 
as long as 25 years to complete

Edith Wharton’s ' ‘Ethan From e" 
has a gigantic New England hard­ 
ness of surface to it that I found 
thoroughly satisfying in this age 
of mushy

It was a tremendous dram atic 
experience because I never had 
seen a play quite so unreleting. 


THE OTHER NIGHT on “ Play 
of the Month’’ it was again 
a 
great story of simple 
emotions 
powerfully expressed Julie Harris 
played Matty wtth H r accustomed 
sweetness and sure! ss of touch. 
It is the sort of role she was 
almost predestined to 
play 
and 
play well. 
The big surprise was 
Sterling 
Hayden, who 
was 
tremendously 
moving and marvelously well con­ 
trolled as Ethan Frome. Perhaps 
I ’m doing him an injustice in be­ 
ing surprised since Hayden turned 
in an awfully good performance 
in the inarticulate convict in “Old 
Man.” 
This is a story about a gnarled, 
almost throttled farm er tied to an 
embittered 
hypochondriac 
of 
a 
wife on a bleak and frozen and 
poverty-ridden farm. Into his life 
comes a bankrupt girl, who brings 
aunshine and 
laughter 
and 
the 
stirring of long suppressed pas­ 
sions. 
As the hypochondriac wife howls 
and turns her bitter rage deeper 
on girl and husband, they go to 
church s o c i a l s together, find 
beauty in the woods and in each 
other, and gradually get entangled 
in an impenetrable web. 


THERE 
WERE 
some 
fine 
Yankee scenes of great honesty 
and simplicity. I loved the church 
socials with their square dances 
and lap suppers. I particularly 
liked a gaunt scene in which one 
Yankee tried—and failed—to buy 
three acres of land from Ethan 
Frome, a scene which had great 
character and freshness about it. 
When the two lovers decide to 
end it all in a mad sled ride down 
the hill, there are no avenues of 
escape open—Ethan is tied to the 
farm and to his wife, 
and 
as 
Matty says: “ God’ll forgive us be­ 
cause we didn’t know what else 
to do.” 
There was a flat, horrifying, but 
dramatically sound and satisfying 
Inevitability about it that has been 
missing from most TV dram a this 
season. The savage irony of the 
epilogue—in which there is a com­ 
plete reversal of the roles, the wife 
taking care of a bitterly 
com­ 
plaining 
and 
crippled 
M a tty - 
flashed by so fast that I feared 
those not familiar with the story 
might miss its full implications. 
But I guess no one did. 


ANYHOW, “ Ethan Frome’’ was 
just about the most distinguished! 
dram atic presentation of this un­ 
distinguished season. 
I can’t close without a word of 
high praise for Clarice Blackburn 
as the hypochondriac wife, who 
snarled and hissed and 
scowled 
with splendid savagery and in­ 
tensity through an extremly dif­ 
ficult, 
complex 
and 
rewarding 
role. 
Actually Zenobia is a very inter­ 
esting character, a pre-Freudian 
study in the psychology of im ag­ 
inary illness that is remarkably 
far in advance of its time. 
The camera work was lovely to 
look at and Alex Segal's direction 
was cool, forceful and uncluttered.

o Renew 
Controls, 
or Warns 


East Liverpool will renew en­ 
forcement of state laws and city 
ordinances regulating dogs next 
Tuesday after a lapse of more 
than a year. Mayor Bert H. Good- 
ballet said today as he gave the 
public advance warning to pre­ 
pare to comply. 
The mayor pointed out he ex­ 
pects to name a new part-time 
warden Monday in order that he 
can begin his duties Tuesday at 
the start of a new month and pay­ 
roll period. 
“But we don’t want to put the 
warden to work without advance 
warning to the public so that they 
can prepare to comply with the 
law, particularly the regulations 
that make it illegal to perm it a 
dog to run at large,” the mayor 
said. “Dogs m ust be tied or con­ 
fined on the owners’ premises and 
when they are taken off the own­ 
ers' property they must be on a 
leash.” 
Dogs that are captured by the 
warden will be impounded and 
cared for. as the law requires, 
in order that they can be reclaim­ 
ed by their owners, the mayor add­ 
ed. A building at the sewage dis­ 
posal plant has been placed in 
condition again for use as t h e 
pound, he explained. 
The mayor said dog 
owners 
should be careful not to allow their 
pets to accompany children on 
their way to school or to school 
bus stops. 
“ When the children enter t h e 
school or get aboard the bus, the 
dogs are free* to roam — some­ 
times in packs,” Mayor Goodbal- 
let said. The complaint of groups 
of dogs following children to school 
is one most frequently received 
at City Hall. 
E ast Liverpool has had no regu­ 
lar enforcement of dog 
control 
laws for more than a year, as a 
former warden was laid off as an 


economy measure. The county dog 
warden has made infrequent trips 
here from Lisbon, but there has 
been no local enforcement of the 
laws. 


Re-establishment of the dog war­ 
den’s post was one of Goodbal- 
let’s platform planks in the 1959 
municipal election. 


About a 
month 
ago, 
Council 
c l e a r e d one legislative hurdle 
when it authorized a $100-a-month 
salary for the new warden. The 
second step, now in process, is to 
provide the warden with a truck 
for his work. 
The administration 
will 
open 
bids March 7 to purchase a new 
half-ton truck for the incinerator 
department. That will free a pick­ 
up truck now used by the incin­ 
erator departm ent for the use of 
the dog warden.
